Claims 1-40 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)- (3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an 
ultrasonic medical system comprising a plurality of P transducers, wherein each transducer has an ultrasound-emitting surface 
oriented at an angle of substantially 360/P degrees apart from the ultrasound-emitting surface of an adjacent transducer when viewed 
in a cross section of the transducer assembly taken by a cutting plane which is perpendicular to the longitudinal axis.
